BREWERS’  AND  BOTTLERS’  SUPPLIES. 

Witii  the  exception  of  glycerine,  acids,  and  glucose,  brewers’  and  bottlers’  supplies 
have  not  been  materially  alfected  by  the  ^lills  bill.  The  duty  on  refined  glyceiine, 
which  is  used  for  sweetening  beer,  is  changed  by  the  Mills  bill  from  47  to  38  ^3^  per 
cent,  and  bicarbonate  of  soda  from  GIj’ht  to  per  cent.  Many  suudiies 

used  in  this  line,  for  instance,  acids  used  by  bottlers,  anhydrous  ammonia  used  in  ice 
machines  by  brewers,  are  controlled  by  combinations  of  manufactuieis,  and  the  dutj 
could  be  very  well  remitted  without  injury  to  any  legitimate  interest.  There  are  arti- 
cles, as  for  instance,  straw  covers  for  bottles,  which  pay  a duty  of  30  per  cent,  are  not 
made  in  the  Ibiited  States  at  all,  and  the  duty  is  a mere  anomaly.
